Fayetteville Leader Sus- 


pends After Year of 


Heavy Losses 


FAYETTEVILLE-H.

Taylor's attempt to "crash" the news- 
paper field of the university city came 
to an untimely end Saturday when his 
Fayetteville Leader, an evening daily, 
suspended publication. 
1929, 
ran nearly a year and a half 


Tho Leader, established in October, 


but incurred stupendous losses. On 
his first anniversary Mr. Taylor in- 
ferred in a front page editorial an an- 
nual operating loss in excess of $40,000. 


The Leader, the largest and finest 


printed newspaper in Arkansas out- 
side of Little Rock and Fort Smith, 
was established by the Tulsa oil mil- 
lionaire out of his desire to own the 
newspaper field of his old home town 
—Fayetlevillo.* He first attempted to 
purchase Ihe established paper, the 
Fayetteville Democrat, but Mrs. Jay 
Fullbright refusing lo sell, Mr. Tay- 
lor launched the Leader in a new 
plant said to have cost close to $50,000. 


In a front-page announcement of 


the suspension Saturday the Leader 
said: 


"An important consideration in the 


decision to suspend the Daily Leader 
at this time is the fact thai the sup- 
port of two dailies is proving an un- 
warranted burden upon the merchants 
of Fayetteville. . . Its suspension at 
this time is not due to any special loss 
incurred here, but the present busi- 
ness situation i.s such that it de- 
mands of Mr. Taylor a concentration 
of time, thought and financial 
re- 


sources to protect his more vital in- 
vestments . . . in oil."

ENATOR CARTER GLASS and Controller of the Cur- 


rency J. W. Pole seem to have started something when 


tfiey proposed that bank directors should be held responsible 
for losses which come when the institutions which they direct! 


"happen to fail. 
This proposal has brought forth a wealth of comment. 


Some of it is favorablo, and some of it is extremely hostile. 
Unquestionably, the proposition is radical. If bank directors 


' generally turn thumbs down on it in an emphatic monner, 


'it will not be hard to understand why. 


Senator Glass and Controller Pole assert, in brief, that 


Stockholders, who are divorced entirely from the manage- 
ment of banks, are at present compelled to take on altogether 
too much of the burden. At) present, when a bank collapses, 
it j« the stockholders who feel the pinch. The senator and the 
controller feel that the director should be held more strictly 
accountable. 
, 


Of course, it is an open question how this would work. 


Undoubtedly such a system would tend to make the director- 
ship of sqch institutions more wary than at present; and it 
is quite possible that many men would refuse to serve in such 
oapacity at all. Yet there seems to be a groat, deal of justice 
and common sense in the proposal. 


All too often, under present conditions, corporate di- 


rectors are little more; than rubber .stamps for the muiuige- 
ment. The law, of course, looks on them as representatives 
of the stockholders; but one has only to recall Judge Jenkins' 
decision on the Bethlehem-Sheet, and Tube merger to realize 
that tjii», very frequently, is not the case-in the modern bus- 
iness world. 


That that is an unhealthy condition is hardly to be doubt- 


ail. And when one looks back at the record of bank failures 
during the past year, one is forced to the belief that some of 
these, at least, would have been averted if the directors had 
known before hand that they would be held strictly account- 
able for the collapse of their business. It is almost impossible; 
not to believe that a law such as that proposed by Senator 
Glass and Controller Pole would make directors devote mon. 
time to their jobs; and one is impelled to wonder, also, il 
ruch a system .should not apply to all large business corpora- 
.ions as well as to banks.
